bianchard killed 
in argentine crash 


PCAer Harry Blanchard of Greenwich, Connecti- 
cut, was killed in a first-lap collision of the 1,000 
kilometer Buenos Aires sports car race. 


The crash came as four cars, all Porsches, raced 
through an S curve. Blanchard's car brushed one 
driven by Swiss Champion, Henri Walter, flipped 
over three times and Harry was crushed in the 
seat of his car. 


Blanchard, the SCCA F Production Champion the 
last two years with a GT Carrera, started driving 
RS and RSK Porsches towards the end of the past 
season and immediately gained recognition with 
several outstanding victories in these cars. Just 
last month he was picked in Panorama as the 
most prominent new Spyder driver. 


Harry, a member of PCA for over two years, was 
known to many PCAers through his bubbling per- 
sonality and ready smile.

adjusting the trailing-link pins 


The end-play at the trailing-links should be kept 
in proper adjustment. If too loose, water and 
dirt may enter the bearing and cause rapid 
wear, and a rattle will be felt through the steer- 
ing wheel when on rough roads. If the setting is 
too tight the steel spacing-washers may be des- 
troyed because lubricant is prevented from reach- 
ing their surfaces. 


The adjustment is made by loosening the clamp- 
screw and rotating the trailing-link pin. The 
clamp screw passes across the hole at an angle, 
and there is an angular half-round notch In the 
pin, which acts as a crude and coarse, but strong 
thread. 


The Shop Manual instruction is to turn the pin 
tight in the ‘no end play" direction, then loosen 
one eighth of a turn and retighten the clamp 
screw. This Instruction is inadequate because 
the crudeness of the ‘‘thread”’ gives a different 
value to the eighth of a turn at different points 
of rotation. In some instances, the pin does 
not loosen at all in that amount of turn and 
sometimes it Is too loose. Also, the retightening 
of the clamp screw often pulls the end-play 
tighter. 


With the car jacked up, the upper trailing link 


is arrested in its downward motion by the rubber 
bumper, but the lower link is being forced down- 
ward by the lower torsion bar so the link is tight, 
like a bowstring, between the arms. This tension 
prevents getting a ‘feel’’ on the amount of end- 
play. One can hardly, with his hands, detect the 
difference between five thousandths and no play 
at all. 


So, the proper technique is to use a machinist’s 
indicator. There are several makes and types of 
these tools, and some have clamps and holders 
that make them easily applied to almost any 
shaped part. With the indicator reading the rela- 
tive movement between the trailing arm and the 
trailing link, it should show a play of from two to 
three thousandths of an inch. This allows the 
lubricant to flow through the bearing, reaching 
all surfaces, and forcing out the dirt. This ad- 
justment should be made at both the upper and 
lower arms. 


The lubricant used on this (and elsewhere on the 
chassis} should be no heavier than No. 2 con- 
sistency and should be definitely waterproof. The 
addition of a few percent of colloidal graphite 


is also advisable. ee

Slushy winter streets convinced me | needed a 
windshield washer on my 1956 1600S Speed- 
ster. The Sears, Roebuck Allstate kit (No. 6341, 
about $5 in retail stores) looked simple and re- 
liable. 


The instruction booklet with the kit is complete 


and | found no difficulty following it. But, it 
did take some innovation to mount the pressure 
dome, the plastic reservoir bag holding the solu- 
tion, and the spray director. 


PLASTIC RESERVOIR BAG 


The front of the gas tank looked like the place 
to mount the plastic reservoir bag. It is high 
enough so the bag can hang free and the hose 
can clear the hood. | mounted the bag in front 
of the gas tank by putting a sturdy wire through 
the two bracket holes on the bag, and fastening 
the wire to the gas tank's hold-down strap (on 
the driver's side). The tightening bolt holding 
the two ends of the hold-down strap make a 
convenient anchor for the wire. 


Running the two hoses through the firewall was 
no problem. There is sufficient clearance be- 
tween the end of the gas tank and the body. A 
hole already was there; | enlarged it with a 
round file. 


PRESSURE DOME 


Mounting the pressure dome was the big chal- 
lenge. | didn't believe it would be convenient 
if mounted on the floorboard below the foot 
dimmer switch. The firewall, in my opinion, 
didn't offer any possibilities. 


My solution was an aluminum bracket (see sketch) 
mounted on the floorboard above the dimmer 
switch. 


The bracket's bottom edge just clears the dimmer 
switch, and the top left side clears the hand- 
brake tubing. 


| used a piece of stiff aluminum alloy, about 
Ye in thick. There's no reason why a similar piece 
of steel couldn't be used. You may want to alter 
the suggested angles to suit your operating 
habits. 


You will find the bracket has some ‘‘give”’ to it 
when you pump the pressure dome. But the 
“‘give’’ doesn't affect operation of the dome. 
Also, you may find slight interference when you 
disengage the clutch if your foot Is placed too 
high and too far to the left on the clutch pedal. 
Altering the bracket angles and dimensions for 
your particular application will clear any such 
difficulty. 
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installing 
a windshield washer 









Trim the rubber floor mat, if necessary, to clear 
the bracket. 


SPRAY DIRECTOR 


Instructions say the spray director should be 
mounted “approximately 8 to 11 inches in front 
of windshield." Ten inches seemed like a rea- 
sonable figure, but a projection on the gas tank 
looked like an obstacle. | considered locating 
it closer to the windshield, but there seemed to 
be two thicknesses of metal to contend with, and 
1 didn't want to do any more irrevocable drilling 
than necessary. My solution was to locate the 
spray director 101% inches in front of the bottom 
edge of the windshield, and offset from the 
hood's centerline toward the driver's side by 2 
inches. This may offend your aesthetic sense but 
it presents no clearance problems and the washer 
works just as efficiently. 


Use plenty of recommended antifreeze in the 
washer. Even though the solution may not be 


frozen in the plastic bag, it will freeze more 
readily in the rubber tubes if the solution Is shy 
on antifreeze.

BRACKET<=TO MOUNT PRESSURE DOME OF WINDSHIELD WASHER 








Fourteen National Championships were won by 
Porsche during 1959 in such places as Sweden, 
South Africa, the Netherlands, Austria, Belgium, 
Switerland, United States and Germany. 


The Porsche works in Stuttgart-Zuffenhausen con- 
sist of three facilities, Plants |, Il and Ill. 


Plant |, which was used before the war for the 
development of the Volkswagen and which was 
confiscated after the war until 1956 by the occu- 
pational forces, now houses the business man- 
agement offices, the administration offices, the 
engineering offices, testing and development, the 
racing department and the repair shop. 


In Plant Il are the assembly lines for the Porsche 
cars, the production machine tools, the sales man- 
agement department, procurement divisions, the 
customer service department, the sales promotion 
as well as the personnel, press and advertising 
departments. 


In September 1959 the construction of Plant Ill 
was completed. It is occupied by the sales divi- 
sions (home and export), the spare parts divi- 
sions and the car delivery section. 


In 1949 there were 9 salaried and 3 hourly paid 
employees of Porsche. The total employment 
at the end of 1959 was 1,093, of which 442 
were salaried employees and 651 hourly paid 
employees. The high ratio of salaried employees 
Is due to the many engineers and technicians 
employed in the designing divisions.

Safety Inquiry 


The recent accident that resulted in the death of 
our Secretary-Treasurer of the Hudson-Champlain 
Region set us to thinking about the safety aspects 
of Porschering. As a result, a committee set out 
to determine, if possible, the cause of the acci- 
dent and of the death. 


The car involved was a 1960 1600S coupe with 
Koni shocks and Michelin X tires. No seat belts 
were affixed. The car had a manually operated 
sunroof. 


This accident occurred late at night on a divided 
turnpike. The best explanation for the exact 
cause seems to be that the driver was over-tired 
and did not feel too well. Possibly he dozed or 
lapsed into unconsciousness. In any event, it 
happened on a straight stretch of road. Traffic 
was light. Whatever the reason, the car hit the 
guard rail and turned over, probably because of 
the snow banks. When the car was upside down, 
the point of impact was at the top center of the 
windshield, just at the point where it meets the 
roofline. The blow caused the roof to buckle in- 
ward at the front, allowing the sunroof to pop 
out. The driver was thrown out through the then 
open sunroof, death occurring In the process. 


One of the doctors in the Region has expressed 
the opinion that, had the sunroof remained 
closed, death could have been avoided even 
without seat belts to hold the driver. The buck- 
ling of the roof is not of a degree that it seri- 
ously impinges on the driver's body space. All 
doors remained closed. 


We should at this point mention that this account 
is not necessarily the official opinion held by 
authorities, but is the best reconstruction that 
could be made, from official reports and per- 
sonal observation, by experienced Porsche driv- 
ers. It does seem the most realistic theory, 
though. 


Conclusions are as follows: 


1. Cause of accident unknown and probably re- 
sulted from no malfunction or shortcoming 
of the automobile. 


2. Seat belts would have averted death and 
minimized injury by keeping the driver in the 
car. 


3. Even without seat belts, death could probably 
have been avoided had the car been without 
a sunroof. 


4. No comments made on probable results with 
an open car. 


5. Porsche bodies are surprisingly rigid and will 
do a good job of protecting passengers in 
case of an accident. Damage seems to remain 
localized to immediate area of impact. 


6. We strongly recommend that a more positive 
method of locking the sunroof be developed. 
The present unit is held only by two rods at 
the rear. A positive front latch is desirable 
to prevent repetitions of this type of accident.

where do we go from here? 


Here comes 1960 barreling along the highway 
and PCA is rolling into its sixth year. As we look 
back, the club has a pretty good record. So 
far it's been a FUN club with annual meetings, 
a couple of trips to Stuttgart and 28 regional 
groups which are more or less active In their 
own areas. 


One can't help being a little philosophical on 
a fifth birthday and this ‘one’ wonders where 
PCA is going In the next five years. Club Is 
getting to be pretty big—approaching the 2000 
mark—and all Porsches too. Yes—it's a record 
to be proud of—all fine folks—wish we knew 
each other better. 


But where can PCA go in the next five years? 
Maybe we should help create a better ‘climate’ 
for imported cars . . . What will the situation 
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be if Congress passes restrictive tariffs on im- 
ported cars? How much do we know about some 
of the local highway problems in our own areas? 
How well do we really cooperate with the local 
polizei? Certainly some of us do ‘notify’ them 
that we are going to have a rally or we try to 
get permission to hold a gymkhana or speed 
trial, but how often do we offer to cooperate with 
the local Safety Council? Outside of griping 
about that speed trap on Route 66, how much 
do we know about why that trap is there? 


Recently some of us had the opportunity to dig 
up some statistics on American speed laws and 
traffic regulation and | was amazed by the 
facts that | did not know about our own traffic 
laws. Everyone is aware that laws are not the 
same in each state—but the variations are ac- 
tually dangerous in some cases. For instance, 
hand signals for the same traffic maneuver differ 
greatly in many states; it is not compulsory to 
STOP for school buses in some states; and speed 
limits range from a maximum of 40 mph to 
‘reasonable and prudent!” 


There is a Uniform Vehicle Code, designed to 
be used in all of the states, which has been in 
existence for 33 years. It is continually being 
reviewed and improved by a committee made 
up of Federal, State and local officials 


One's first thought is—If there is such a Code, 
why don't we have it? and the answer is—we 
live in a democracy, bud, and we jolly well must 
wait until all of the States see the need for a 
Uniform Code and want it. That puts it right in 
John Q. Public's lap and we are John Q. Public. 
Interested in how much of the Code has been 
adopted in your state? Enough to do something 
about it? There is a fine little book put out by 
the National Committee on Uniform Traffic Laws 
and Ordinances, for free for the writing to said 
committee, Sheraton Building, 711 14th Street, 
N.W., Washington 5, D. C. A copy of the Uni- 
form Vehicle Code can be obtained from the 
same address—price $1.00. 


The U. S. Department of Commerce has issued an 
excellent report, ‘The Federal Role in Highway 
Safety,’ which can be had from the Government 
Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., for 60c. 
Many phases of the highway problem are dis- 
cussed and perhaps one of the most interesting 
is the section on speed and accidents. 


A preliminary analysis shows that the least num- 
ber of accidents occur between the speeds of 
55 and 70 mph and the greatest number be- 
tween 30 and 40 mph. However, before we all 
go dashing off in 4th gear—it is still a fact 
that more persons are seriously injured—almost 
3 times as many—in accidents at 70 mph than 
those below 40 mph. Relatively high speed driv- 
ing on well designed rural highways is safer 
than low speed or excessively high speed and 
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we still need emphasis on proper speed control. 
The Bureau of Public Roads made public in 
March, 1959, the results of a survey made in 28 
states of average speeds travelled on selected 
sections of rural highways. 60% of the pass- 
enger cars travelled in excess of 50 mph and 
the overall average speed for all vehicles is now 
51.5 mph. 


You probably know the difference between 
“prima face’’ and maximum or absolute speed 
limits. Do you know which prevails in your state? 
As we understand it, a prima facie speed limit 
gives the motorist the opportunity to prove he 
was driving safely even though in excess of the 
limit; a maximum or absolute speed limit con- 
victs the motorist automatically, if it can be 
proved he was exceeding the limit. The first is 
an advantage for the motorist, the second for the 
traffic officer, since he has no troublesome deci- 
sions to make. There are two schools of thought, 
of course, on which law is best. More and more 
states are adopting maximum laws and the Uni- 
form Vehicle Code advocates them. Reasons 
given are that prima facie cases must be tried in 
court—the courts are over-loaded, the gathering 
of evidence difficult and even you and | often will 
forfeit collateral rather than take time we haven't 
got to prove our case in court. 


A report from the Automobile Association (AAA) 
as of October 1959, shows 10 states with 50 
mph or less as maximums; included is Massa- 
chusetts with 40 mph and Maine with 45 mph. 
In the 50 mph class are states with fine roads 
such as New York, Pennsylvania, and New Jer- 
sey. On the other hand, 18 states now have 
maximum limits of 65 mph or over. 


The AAA's seems to be the only ‘consumer’ or- 
ganization for the neglected motorist. A reprint 
of a very interesting article by Burton Marsh is 
available from them entitled ‘‘More Flexibility 
in Traffic Control."’ Although this is from the 
July, 1955, issue of the Traffic Quarterly don't 
let that date deter you. Mr. Marsh is so far out 
in front that much of his material is just now 
current. He makes a very provocative point of 
the economic loss due to too slow speed limits 
and he pleads the cause of the prima facie limit 
most eloquently. Another pamphlet’ from the 
same organization is ‘‘Motor Vehicle Speed.” 
Both of these may be had from your local AAA's 
or by writing to the national headquarters, Traffic 
Engineering and Safety Division, Washington 6, 
S.C. 


Does PCA fit into this picture at all? Can we do 
anything realistic in our regions to improve It? 
Should we, maybe, climb down out of our ivory 
Porsches for just a little while and see what is 
going on? Most of the organizations mentioned 
have programs of one kind or another in which 


a group can cooperate. Could be a spark of 
interest may get started and filter up to the na- 
tional level.” Don't superimpose it on us, dear 
National—tLike the Uniform Vehicle Code, we 
want to find out for ourselves in California and 
Massachusetts, Florida and Wisconsin whether 
this is what we want to do. 


Why do we drive Porsches anyway? Not for 
prestige although some will still argue that the 
. sports car is a prestige car in America—but for 
the pure joy in its performance, its appearance 
and, if you will, the glamour of its history of 
quality and integrity, two characteristics which 
are fast disappearing from the American auto 
market. It follows that Porsche drivers show that 
quality in their driving and ownership. 


How do you feel when you hear of some rollick- 
ing adolescent who gets drunk and smashes up 
his Porsche, himself and perhaps others? Tol- 
erant? Is this just the wonderful, youthful exuber- 
ance of America which has built a mighty, eco- 
nomic empire? Is America a land of private 
eyes’ driving fast cars skillfully while nursing a 
hangover or handsome teen-agers retreating into 
a crew-cut world of speed and recklessness, even 
using a language of their own, to escape the 
fatuous and frustrated adults who do not know 
how to guide them? 


Indignant? To do that to a Porsche? He ought 
to be horsewhipped off the road! Are you going 
to do it? 


Perhaps you feel a little sad and there may be 
born a determination to make an ideal of skillful, 
considerate driving which could permeate the 
Porsche Club of America to the extent that PCA 
and integrity would be synonymous. Unfortunately 
in some circles moderation and good taste are 
stuffy, dull and ‘out." To be socially acceptable 
you must be able to hold your ‘likker’ and tell 
with modest jocularity how you piloted your way 
home from the last rally with unerring skill, 
though loaded to the gills. 


Let us hope that PCA will not be this. There are 
enough adults in PCA who want to match Euro- 
pean attitudes toward engineering and research 
of fine cars with corresponding maturity in driv- 
ing and maintaining those cars. 


There is no denying the importance of races, 
rallys and driving events. They are good fun 
and there is no better way to become skillful in 
handling your car. Competition is surely good 
for self-improvement. But let us hope that PCA 
will not be only this. To endure it must have 
something more than self-interest. Ideals on 
paper are not worth much unless there is concrete 
evidence to support them. Let's protest the in- 
fluence that the small, noisy, colorful, destructive 
minority of fast car drivers might have on PCA. 
Don't let them represent us, here or abroad. 
Stress the mature attitude toward our fun and ac- 


tivity in PCA and they will be outvoted. 


And let’s be BIG in 1960—not only numerically 
but in quality!

A '58 Speedster showed a strong tendency to 
turn right when brakes were applied. 
Investigation disclosed nothing wrong with the 
right hand brakes, but comparison of the two 
front systems revealed that a return-spring on 
the left front had broken at the hook that goes in 
the shoe and had been repaired by bending a 
new hook in the remaining portion. This had 
shortened the overall length of the spring and 
materially increased its tension. It was obvious 
that the other brakes were partially applied be- 
fore the left front shoes began to move. 

A new spring corrected the trouble.

Clarence Rutbell Central New York Region 
cold weather care! 


As the snow descends at this writing, it is time 
to give the reminder that the weather makes 
frequent lubrication and oil change pay even 
greater dividends than usual. It is because of 
almost continual dampness in the suspension parts 
and the greater tendency to crankcase dilution 
due to running which does not burn off oil im- 
purities as readily. The small oil capacity of 
our engines helps to make dilution a slightly 
more acute problem. Another kindness we can 
show our engines is the practice of always start- 
ing and warming up with the heater turned on 
and the individual compartment controls for both 
warm and fresh air closed. The reason is that 
this traps the warm air in the lower air channels 
so that it recirculates around the cylinders, push- 
rod tubes and the crankcase sides. It hastens 
the warm up a bit and shortens the time during 
which rapid wear is taking place.
